Li Hunir Gliangr to Besigrn the Yice- 
royalty— Retreat of the 
Defeated Forces- 



London, Nov. 27.— A dispatch to the 
Tlmea from Cbeofoo aiya that tho U. S. 
oruiaer Baltimore entered Port Arthur on 
the 25tb. Six of her cffioecs made an in- 
sp'iotion aahore, bat were only permitted to 
Bcud official diapatohoB to Washington. 
After detailing tho knowu facts of the Jap- 
aueao ' advance, tho dispatch continuoa . 
" After the capture of the third paaa the 
Japanese were 14 milca from Port Arthur 
in a ..cuitivatod valley two miles 
Eqi'-are, forming a good battle ground. 
On the Ifl'-h the ChinoBO sent two oolunma 
inlutid. Tho JupKncse tired a tew shotB and 
tiion retired. Tho real battle lasted from 
noon on tho 'JOih to tho niglit of tho 2l8t. 
Tho Chineao made a hotter defenoo thun on 
any previous occaalou. Tlio troops were 
mostly from thoAnhaoi province, a few be- 
ing trained in Western taotioa. Tho loadora 
mostly follownl the old methods of combin- 
ation, whioh were dffeotive. It la reported 
that 15,000 Japanese, itnd 8,000 Chinoso were 
engaged. The Jupaneeo found great diffi- 
culty in climbing the hills, whose sides 
slope at angles of 30 to i5 dogrcea. They 
delivered a steady attack at several points. 
The Chineao wore completely disorgp.nized 
and were allowed to retire with their arms; 
some lied westward in sannpana and junks, 
but moat of them retreated eastwards, A 
few joined Goaeral Sunn's force near Talien 
Wan. It is rumored that after the battle 
200 Chinese were massacred in revenue 
for Japanese that bad been muti- 
lated. Ibis mmor needs . confirmation. 
More than two 'days'were' devoted to bury- 
ing the dead. - No provisions wereeeen. 
Taotai-.Kang. esiHkpBd In a junk. Chineao 
oooliea . jkidsd ;tbe ; j apanese on the marob. 
Freab Japanese transports have arrived at 
Fort Arthnr with provisions and the latest 
reserves. lb will ba useless tor the Japan- 
ese to attack Wei-Hai Wei. If poace bo re- 
fused tho next move will probably be to 
Shan HftiKwan and thence to Pokin." 

Tho Times oorreapondent in TIentain aaya 
that tho railway to that place from the coast 
is daily crowded with refugcea. Tlie alarm 
ia chiefly oauaed by retiring or disbanded 
soldiers. Many have joined tho permanent 
banditti, who are now a dangerous body 
since their chief Ta Tso was killed at Ping 
Yang. Robbery ia prevalent beyond the 
great wall and ia extending within the wall. 
All traffic ia auapended. Xhe peasants have 
implicit faith in foreign proleotion and aak 
only tb? nearest way to an" English settle- 
ment.! 

London, Nov, 27. — The Central Newa 
correspondent in Tokio telegraphs: "The 
steamer Lai Yau, formerly Chinese, has ar- 
rived at Kobe, Qyiog the German flag. She 
brings among her passengera Mr. Datring 
and several other Chinese officials. Mr. 
Detring has already applied through the 
Governor of Hiogo for an olBclal Interview 
with Count Ito, the Japanese prime minis- 
ter, presumably for the purpose of diacussin(; 
terms of peace. Ho briDt;s with him a 
letter from LI Hung Chang." 

A diapatoh to tho Morning Post from 
Yokohama saya tho Mihado has sent the 
following message to Count Oyama'a army : 
<■ Port Artbnr-rThe gateway of the Qulf of 
Peohili was regarded by the enemy aa the 
barrier of thsif conntry, bub you captured 
it with one effort. I highly approve ycur 
servioes.- '' As the ooId-.liB'.(noreaBiog, and as 
the end is'stiil fair off, ']keep ynnraelves In 
good health that you may' dohtiane your 
exertions." 

A similar message hss besn sent to the 
Japauese naval force at Port! Arthnr. It is 
said that Colonel 'Von Hannekin^woa first 
dcBlgoated to aBsist at Port Arthur, and 
that tho Chincae plan was altered to enable 
him to organize tho dofencea of Shankwan, 
Thia ia an Inimensoly important poaitlon, 
inaamuch as it :b tho point of departure 
from the coaet of tho high road to I'eking. 
It ia believed that his labjrn have made the 
city impregoablo. 

Prom Tokio tho Coatral Newa hears that 
Admiral Ito sent this report : " Port Ar- 
thur was taken on tho 2'2Dd by the army 
alone. Since yesterday I have boon re- 
moving tho torpedoes from tho mouth cf 
tho port, docliyard and aranual. Tho ahipa 
in port are handed over to the Naval de- 
partment. The dockyard and arsenal aro in 
perfect working order, " 

S cirmlsblng began November 17. Every 
fort had heavy artillery, which was used 
with effect. The large Krnpp gnns at Ko- 
kinson apparently were served by skillod 
artillerymen, and wore eapeoially destruc- 
tive, lb was wholly a land light. Tho 
courae of events waa algnalled to the Japan 
oae II .'ct off tho ooaat. 

The Chee Foo correspondent of the Times 
DeUgrapha under to-day's date that Port 
Arthur ia still burning. Twelve Japanese 
vcBBols havo been geen there and tho cruisers 
aro Btill near tho poninoulu. 

A deapatoh from I'aria says that the Chi 
noBO ollioiala are tolepruphing everywhere 
that tho story of Port Arthur's downfall ia a 
wicked invention and that ."lO.OOO bravo 
ChinoBO soldiers still defend that strong 
hold. 

SiiAN<iiiAi, Nov. 27. — A portion of the 
JapauoBo force has boon withdrawn from 
Port Arthur, probably to take part in a 
movement on Talien Wan. Tho British 
warship Daphno has loft tho fleet at Cheo- 
foo for Tientsin, taking with her a guard of 
fifty marines, A dispatoh to tho Shanghai 
Mercury from Tientsin aaya that tho Viceroy 
Li Hung Chang has been deprived by the 
Emperor of all his honora, bub ho is per- 
mitted to retain bia public funotioDS. Ho 
departed for Pao Tlag Woo, where he will 
surrender the vioeroyaliy to Lieh^Kun Yi. 

Morohanta of New Chwang fearing looter? 
are re-ahipptog their merobandiae to iShang- 
hai. Chinese troops are disembarking at 
Now Chwang from a foreign veaaol. It is 
expected in Choefoo that Wei-Hal- Wei will 
bo captured oatly in December, when tho 
Japannae will march on to Peking. Refugooa 
from Port Arthur are arriving hero. 

San PiaNCLSCO, Nov. 27,— Corrcapond- 
once of tho United Prosa per steamer 
Oceanic aaya : 

i''onghwan was captured by tiio Japanese 
on October 28.

Thsir total uisualtiea. had been one oHioer 
and 15 men killed, one aoldier drowned and' 
four offioera and 87 men wounded. The 
Chineao bad left 30O dead and 7 wounded 
upon the field, but oontrlved to oarry off the 
reab of the wounded. No aerioua obstaole, 
except, perhaps, winter, now seems to lie 
between Count Yamagata'a army and Mouk- 
den. Fenghwan ia a walled town of 100,- 
000 inhabitanta, 35 milea north of the Yalu 
river. lb had the reputation of be- 
ing one of the most dofensiblo posi- 
tions of Manchuria. Rumor aaid 
that the Chineao gonerals had maseod 
there the flower of a big army, estimated at 
180,000 men. Field Marshal Yamsgata en- 
tered Chlu Lien on the morning of tho 2Gth 
of October, and in tho afternoon a column 
set out in purBuit of tho fleeing Chinoue 
along tho road leading north to Moukden. 
By the evening of the 27th thia column had 
covered 35 milca and was conducting a ro- 
connaiaanco within cannon range of Fongh. 
wan. The Chinose set flro to tho town and 
decamped during the night. 

It was predicted that war would cxerciBe 
a crippling iLtiuenoe on the foreign trade of 
Japan. The trade for eight months of the 
year aggregated 147,000,000 yon against 
1 1 1,000,000 for tho corresponding period of 
Uat year. Aocording to the present indica- 
tions tho total trade for the year will ex- 
ceed that of any previous year by 30,000,000 
yen.

Minister of Marine Tapper to Leave 
For Brltlsb Colnmbla on 
Saturday. 

Hon. Mr Bowell-Tlie Oldest Odd 
Fellow Dead— Kindergartens 
for tlie Indians. 

(From our own corrospondont.) 

Ottawa, Nov. 27.— Sir Charles Tupper 
leaves here on Saturday direct for the 
Paolfio Coast , At Vancouver the govern- 
ment steamer Qaadra will be in waiting and 
convey the Minister for a trip down the 
coast and up tho Fraser river to New West- 
minster, taking in some of tho principal 
canneries and points where his department 
ia interested. The Minlater will then pro- 
ceed to Victoria. He will spend five or six 
days in British Columbia and on^his return 
*111 paaa a day in Winnipeg. The main ob- 
ject of hia Western visit Is to consult 
with tho sealers in reference to their out- 
standing claims. No doubt an opportunity 
will bo afforded him of disoussing subjects 
of Interest with cinnera and others with 
whom his department has dealings. 

Hon. Mr. Bowell to day characterized aa 
an unmitigated falsehood the Grit report 
that he had cabled for Sir John Thompson to 
return because his colleagues ignored his 
anthority aa acting Premier. He aaid the 
beat of feeling prevailed among the minlE- 
tera. 

Andrew Mann, a well-known citizen, died 
here to day aged 84 He was probably tho 
oldest Odd Fellow in good standing in the 
country, having joined the order on Decem- 
ber 2, 1839.

EDUCATION IN LONDON- 

The Bitter Contest for the Control of tbe 
dcbool Board of the Metropolis. 

London, Nov. 27. — In the recent London 
Bchool board oleclions, which took place on 
Thursday last, tho interest iiianifcstod waa 
exceptionally keen, there having been a 
dead-set between the clerical element, which 
for the last three years has oontroiled the 
board, and what are called tbe " progrea- 
aials " or demoorata aa they are sometimes 
oalied. These latter hold that public schools 
maintained by the money of the taxpayers 
should be devoted exclusively to tho purpoao 
for which thoy were originally intended, 
that is tho imparting of elementary inetruo- 
tiou in strictly secular aubjocts. They say, 
moreover, that they havo no objection 
whatever to religion being taught in the 
public achoola as a matter of hiatory, but 
object to oectarian religion being crammed 
down tho throats of the children by what 
thoy term a powerful, determined and un- 
scrupulous fou." 

It was pointed out during the conteatthat 
while tho ostabliBhod flhurch already re- 
ceives §7,000,000 annually from public 
sources it was endeavoring bo secure iho 
control of millioua more, with tho idea of 
making state church men and women of the 
rlBlng generation. A prime objooD of op- 
position by tho " progreaaiat'i " waa what 
thoy termed " priestly influonces," no 
matter of what denomination. 

Burns, tho worklngman member of parlia- 
ment, declared the education of tho children 
of London to bo a faroo and a sham, averring 
that municipal action had combined witlj 
parliamentary reaction and had joined hands 
with that religlouB dogmatism that had 
formed a majority on the board for years. 
" As a workiogman and a public man who 
never had the advaDtase of a aohool board 
education," said Bums, *'I appeal to 
you to rescue the three-quarters 
of a million of'^tLondon.v.wsrkiDgmen's 
ohildren from the .snares f.'^ of a re- 
ligious ollque on the board." Tlia interest 
In the coniroveray waa so deep that moat of 
tbe large manufaatcries and other eatablish- 
menta employing oonaiderable labor shut 
down from 10 to 2 o'clock in ordor that their 
employes might have an opportunity to 
veto, while in tho financial business conrros 
of tho city tho marts of money and com- 
niorco wore almost dcBcrtod up to noon. 
Tho result as already noted waa that tho 
Clericals secured the return of twenty-nine 
of tho nominees to twenty-elghb of their 
opponents, .,, . — , . . , . 



Movements of U.S. Warsliips— Forelyo 
Interference Near the Canal to

Managda, Nov. 27, — The Nloaragaon 
governmont haB been informed by the Brit" 
Ish minlater, Mr. Goebing, that Great Brit- 
ain, haav refused to recognise Niearagnaa - 
aovereignty over the Mosquito tribe, and ' 
Mr. Goshlng baa sent to Port Limon aakinjf 
that a British warship be cent to Blucdolds 
in pursuance of inatructioiiB. Mr. Guzman, 
the Nioaraguan minister at Woahlngton, ad- 
vlaod tho U, S, government of Great Brit- 
ain's action, and waa informed that ambss- 
aador Bayard had beon instrttoted to lay the 
matter before Lord £.imberley. 

Washikgxon, Nov, 27.— Aa tha result of 
a conference at Woodley to-day between 
the President and Secretary Gresham, the 
cruiser Columbia, whioh has .been for several 
weeks at Ktogaton, Jamaica, was osbtecl ' • 
peremptory orders to proceed to BlaeSelda 
for the proteotion . of American interests. 
Mr. Oresham's visit to the President*! 
country home followed immedistaly npoa 
an interview he had with the Nioaragaan . 
minister. All the olBoials acquainted with 
the aff-tir refuse to divulge the reason 
of tho hurried orders to tho Colam- 
bia or to confirm tbe atatements 
of trouble In Panama in regard to the re- 
fusal of Great Britain to reoogniza tho Ni- 
oaraguan government. Acting-Secretary 
McAdoo said that if it were true that tho 
Columbia had gone to Bluefielda it waa 
probably on a cruiae in conformity with tho 
established policy of the government to 
keep a ship in Central American waters, as 
the Navy deportment had no recent reports 
from Bluefielda indicating trouble there. 
It ia learned on excoUenb authority th:>b 
not only the Columbia but the Marblebead, 
whioh arrived at Kingston to-day, will 
remain at Bluefielda conblcsously this 
winter and that tho Montgomery may 
be sent there from Mobile, but that pre- 
liminary orders have been aent to New 
York, to have all the ships in oommlaaion on 
the North Atlantic tquadcon prepared for a 
West Indian cruise at the earliest poaslbla 
moment. In addition, the sailing orders of 
the veaael to leave December 15th, to be- 
come the flagahlp In Buropoon waters, li&va 
been withheld, and she may be sent immedi- 
ately to the Gnif of Mexico.

juriedlotional righta of Nicaragua over the 
Mosquito ooaat, hadahown a disposition to 
resent what appears to bs tbe practical na- 
neiation of the territory and ita complclo 
incorporation as a portion of Nioaragun. 
As long aa the intar-oooanio canal biti 
seemed to be under favorable conBidoratioii 
at the last session of congress, Great Britain 
remained quiescent in tho Mosquito ooa- 
troveray, and as the reault of 
tho conferences which were held 
at Washington, Lord Roaebery'a o:-b. 
inet consented to receive a special 
envoy from Nicaragua, whoso mission re- 
lated solely to tho abrogation of the treaty 
which gave Great Britain a gaardlanahip 
over the now almost extinct tribo of Mos- 
quito Indiana. Thia envoy, it ia un_di:r- 
atood, has been in London for aumo time, 
but when congreaa adjourned without acticK 
on tho canal bill the reorganization oommit- 
too of the canal company went to England 
in September laat to seek money, and the 
suggested ah'rogation of the British treaty 
has been put in tho back ground. Not antii 
to-day was it definitely learned that Greab 
Britain bad declined to recognize 
tbe legality of the new order of 
things on the Moaquito coast, and 
that it bad so notified Kioaragua, although 
suoh action had been anticipated for several 
weeks. This accounts for the fact that the 
Columbia and Marblehead were not long 
ago brought home. It may aho explain to 
some extent why tbe Montgomery was aent .

LoKDON, No7, 27,— A dispatch from Var- 

7.ia unnounoea the death of Prinoeea Bis- 
marck at 5 o'clock this morning. Priuoo 
Blamarch, who is completely stricken down 
by the death of his wife, to-day apprised 
the Emperor of hia ailliotion, and the latter 
sont him a long message of sympathy. 

Tho dead body of a woman of the town 
was found in the street in Kensington at 
midnight lust night. She had been stabbed 
in the neck, but no indication of " Ripper- 
iam " was observable in oonneotloa with the 
murder. 

The Cologne Gazette publiahes a dispatch 
from EielBtatiog that the Brazilian govern- 
ment has ordered the constrnotion of four 
cruisers to be built in German dockyards. 

The aooialiet deputy Ferri has been exilod 
from Mantua for 75 days for belonging to a 
revolutionary society. Several other 
doputioa will probably be proaeonted. 

A dispatch from Madrid announces that a 
decree haa been isaued aboliahing public ox- 
eoutions. 

A London dispatch says advices from 
Gibraltar say that the British ahip South- 
ern Cross lost two of her crew in the gale 
which recently swept the Atlantic. 

Dr. PolstorfF, an editor of the Kladder- 
taoh, who got into trouble with Barono 
Kiderion-Waschtor and fouglit a duel with 
him, haa bpon pardoned by tho emperor. 
Kirderleii-Wasohter waa also released. 

King Humbert and Queen Margaret on 
their return to Borne were received at the 
station by the cabinet, and aa they left the 
station were cheered loudly. 

Some 600 peasants and their wives, with 
flags and olubs, attacked the town hall in 
Altria, near Ferentino, on Sunday, shouting 
that they would pay no more taxes. Even- 
tually the troops dispersed the mob. 

Larue parades in honor of the executed 
Fenians were held in Cork and Limerick on 
Sunday. The Mayor of Limerick presided 
over a memorial meeting of 6,000 persons. 

A snow storm dampened the ardor of the 
BuGfrage demonstration in Vienna on Sun- 
day. Groups of workingmen paraded the 
Ring strasae. ahoathig for universal suffrage. 
Most persona nob directly interested in the 
agitation remained indoors. 

It is reported that Minister Delone, of 
Guatemala, expects to convince the Mexican 
government of the justice of the Guate- 
malan's claim. If he faila, he will propose 
arbitration by any power that may be 
selected by Mexico. 

Prof. Jean Victor Drury died on Sunday 
in Paris. In 186.'$ he was appointed minis- 
ter rf public instruction. He resigned ofTioe 
in 1869 and was appointed a senator. He 
waa the author of a number of books on 
ancient and modern hiatory. Ho was a 
grand oliicar of the Legion of Honor and a 
raombor of the Institute, and had received 
decorations from Greece, Italy, Portugal 
and Turkey. 

The Prinoa of Naples, who stopped at 
Berlin on his way bonne from the Czar's 
funeral, received Chancellor Prince Hohen- 
loho. 

Tho Emperor and Empress went on Sun- 
day to Friedonskircheln, Potsdam, and 
placed a coatly wreath on Emperor Fred- 
erick's tomb, 

The Kaiser caused Prinoo Hohenlohe to 
lot Prince Bismarok know that hie presence 
would be very welcome at tho inaugurotion 
of the new reiohstag building on December 
The Emperor refrained from sending a 
formal invitation merely because he was not 
sure how Bismarok would take it. If 
Bismarok had declined, even on tho 
ground of his wife's illness, the gcnor.il 
opinion woald have been that the Emperor 
hud bnon rebuffed. 

Dispatches from St. PetersbnrK ridionle 
tho report of an Anglo Rassian alliance on 
tho basis of the free passage of the straits, 
nmtual action in tho far East, etc. The 
nogotialionu in progress between tho two 
govornmDnla relate solely, it ia said, to a 
more accurate dolimitation of the Afghan 
frontier. The aotllnmont of the I'amir 
(|UOQtionB has been ( H'octod and the proootol 
has botn signed. The entente covers ulao 
tho auccession to tho throne of Afghanistan 
whoro Kuiiia has pledged herself not to in- 
tervouo, This is a practical gain for Eng- 
land. 

Tho town of Alatri, in tho province of 
Rome, waa the acono on Sunday of a riot 
similar to tho ono that occurred at Ruta, 
and growing out of tho same cause, tho im- 
position of octroi duties, Tho mob, num- 
bering 600 persons, mostly peasants, and 
Inoluding many women, attacked tho 
mayor's residence with stones. The polloo 
were powerleis to quell the tumult, and it 
waa necesBuy to call the militia before or- 
der could be restored. The riot was finally 
quelledi bnb not until three octroi oilioes 
had been destroyed. The leaders of tho 
disturbanoe were arrested, 

A special dispatch trom Rio Janeiro says : 
Italy has decided to send a fleet against this 
country, it ia learned, on account of Brazil's 
refusal to arbitrate a pending question.

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FKASEll VALLEY PllOTECTION 

Scope of the Joiut Commission of In- 
quiry Proposed to Be 
Appointed. 



Practical SugKeatious by the Provln 
clal Exeeatlve— A Loobont for 
Fatnre Overflows. 



Thepropoaltion of the Dominion govern' 
ment witli respect to tho protection of the 
Fraaer river valley from tioocls is contained 
in a return of the oorreapondenoe on tho 
subject between the two governmenta laid 
before the leglalatuce yesterday. It is em- 
braced la an eztraoli from an approved re- 
port of a oommittee of tlie privy counoil of 
the Dominion, transmitted to the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor of British Columbia under date 
the 10th last., and reading as follows : 

Xhe oommittee of the Privy Council 
have bad nnder consideration a dispatch, 
hereto attaohed, dated lOth October, 1894, 
from the Lteutenant-Qoveroor of British 
Coiambia, transmitting a report of the 
eseontive ooonoil of iimt province, having 
reference to tho situation in the Eraser 
valley as affected by tho pariodioal over- 
flowing of tho Fraaer river, tho loss i(TdO:od 
by ubuornml inuuii uions, and tho pusai- 
bility of ttdoptir.fi aomo comprohensivo sys- 
tem of proteoiion or provoatioii for tlio 
safety cf tliu f,'.jnernl intorosls involved. 

Tho Miiiibler uf Public Worko, to 
whom tlio niutti;r «-u3 referred, ougorvou 
that thu report in ([ueation reviuwe nt eomo 
length, und quolca the aovcral opinioua ex- 
presHod uiuco tho recurreooo of t!ie 11 joda on 
tho rras'jr rivor by v.irioua bodieo mid per- 
Bona of British Gohimbin, M hiwing refer- 
ence to tho bi'st poaeib'i' innnna to l)a tuUou 
for tho prevention uf a^id II joda, tlioao pro- 
poBnIa huviuf; nil in view tho dyking ur oin- 
bankinj; of tho lisndd iilcui; tho Friiaer, and 
tho necesGity ilnkt oxista to do tho work ua 
quickly und us perinnnently ua it is poaaiblo. 

The miniator adds thi»t the comtnitteo of 
tho exocutivoicouucil, in that report, expresa 
the opinion that an i□vcsti^ation by trained 
and experienced engiueers is nocesaary be- 
fore any dcSnito conclusion can bo formed, 
and that suoh ongiueers should be appointed 
to make a complete and thorough eximina- 
tion of the basin of the Fraacr river, taking 
levels ond goncraliy acquiring all physical 
and other data necessary to found conolu- 
siona as regards the cost of such works, their 
nature, and the beat mode of constructing 
them. 

3?he oommittee of the executive council 
farther reoommenda that the Dominion gov- 
eromenti be invited to join in the appoint- 
ment of a oommi'^ien to examine, ate ^rtain 
and report on the following points : 

1. Giving area of country necessary to be 
protected, length of dyking to ba bnilc in 
each locality, extent of country where irri- 
gation wonid bo possible, and faoilitiea for 
saoh protection and irrigation. 

2, All physical data boai'ing on matters 
connected with dyking and irrigation in the 
Fraser, Thompson and other river baaina, 
where^improvementa are desirable. 

Partioulars of snow and rain falls, 
temperature and metoorologi^al data rolat. 
Ing to the rising and falling of tho Fruser, 
eajieoially during tho freahet of 1S94. 

4 Asuortaining of highest Hood level, rate 
of rising of vvatora, and duration of maxi- 
mum flood level. 

5. Notes on character of lands affected, 
values, }cc, 

6. Approximate eatiniato of coat. 

7. Plane and mapa ahowing mechanical 
operations involved. 

The miniater concurs in the opinion ei- 
preased in tho said report, and ho rooom- 
mends that tho government of Canada do 
send one or more ongineora of the depart- 
ment of public works to act in conjunolion 
with any officera of the British Columbia 
government in making tho proposed investi- 
gation, and further, that the Dominion gov- 
ernment do defray one-half of the cost of the 
operations of the said oommission, tho total 
expenses not to exceed the snm of fifty 
thousand dollars. 

The ' report of the British Columbia 
exeoutivo, to which the above is an answer, 

reads thus : 

The committoe of council having had un- 
der consideration tho situation in the Fra- 
pir valley as oirectod by the periodic over- 
flowing of tho Fraser river, and tho loss 
efl'ected by abnornml inundations, and hav- 
ing taken into cooBidoration the conditions 
out of which such oircunistiincea ariao, and 
the possibility of adopting aotiio comprohen- 
sivo ayatom of protection or prov.m ion for 
the safety of tho general interea'a involved : 

Tho committee observe thiit their atten- 
tion was called to tho morn norioiiH ..apeeta 
of the occurroace oi theao fl ioda by the un- 
usual volume of water in the Fruaer unci iia 
trilmtarios in tho early p irt of thn rmmnier 
of the present year, und tho loan then occ;i- 
Sioned by an ovoi fl )iv which prov. d to be 
unpreoedonted in the history of this pro- 
vince no far as may bo detorminod by auth- 
entic and recorded cbrervations. While 
prompt action was taken for tho prottction 
of life and property and tho temporary re- 
lief of all reqnitiog aid and in distreia, 
preliminary steps were also taken with a 
view to an investigation of the future re- 
quirements of the localities affected by the 
flood so as to B»feguard their reir.cjtive in- 
terests. 

At the same time, the committee uUo ob- 
serve, SDggsstibns wore, made by various 
persons in the press, dlsongsiona arose in the 
boards of trade of tbo province, and the 
matter beoamo more or less one of general 
interest. ' 

The follnwinp is an fXtnot from a letter 
bearing date June 11, 1894, from tho 
Honorable Theodore Davie, Attorney- 
General and Premier of tho Province, to the 
Right Honorablo Hir John Thompson, 
PrimS Minister of Canada, Ckllinn hia at- 
tention to tho nerioua atato of alfaira occa- 
sioned by tho flood : 

" Wo have had acver.vl ateamora at work 
and have aucooedod in providing sliolter and 
food for all, animals aa well aa men. Wo 
are now arranging for a aupi)Iy of seed, so 
that when tho fl ioda aubaido tho farmers 
may bo in a position to renew as Im- ua pos- 
aiblo tho cropa destroyed. Ho far, therefnro, 
while tho people of thio province approciato 
the spirit which prompted tho olfer of 
generous aid, not only on bohalf of your 
govermnent, but on tho part of tho people 
of Eastern Canada gouorally, it is not con- 
sidered doiiirublo to appeal for ouuh aaaist- 
anc, conniderablo us the losa is. 

" The moat serious und important napcot 
of tho oaae ulleots tho future, liridgos have 
boon washed away, roads and trails obliter- 
ated, dyko walls broken down, and a largo 
area of district covered with debris which 
will involve great labor and expense to ro- 
move. To restore all the faoilitiea of oom- 
manioation, to remove the debris; and pro- 
vide greater protection In the; fntnre, are 
matters involving extraordinary ontUy, 

" What is plainly the lesson of the floods 
is the necessity of a comprehensive system 
of dyking whioh will include the whole In- 
nndated area of the Fraser valley. (Che 
magnitude of the task places It beyond, 



more particularly at tho present time, the 
. ability of. private enterprise, and makes it 
clearly the duty of the state to aodertaki . 
While we may not have suoh floods again, 
as we have hot had before, for many yaars, 
yet the danger exists and they are liable to 
ooour at any time. As b state daty, and as 
affecting a district in whioh tho Dominion 
government owns a very large amount of 
public land, I would suggest that your gov- 
ernment ao-operate with ns in carrying it 
out, either in the^way of oonveying to the 
province for liM beneflt'nnalienated lands 
within the. diatrlot, or 'aotioK oonjointly 
with the province, or both. Of coarse with- 
outfurther oonalderationlani not prepared to 
stute tho exact lines upon which such agree- 
ment should be based, but that aome effective 
and comprehensive scheme is neoesaary 
to be undertaken has been decided upon, 
and to what extent tho Dominion govern- 
ment should, if willing, oo-oporate, would 
bo a matter for arrangement. The under- 
taking ia one which has a moat important 
bearing upon the Interesta of this province 
for all time to come, and roust be faced 
eoonor or later. We propose to act with as 
little delay as possible. 

" Thoro is another matter which haa been 
previously and frc(|UGntly brought to tho 
attention of your government, and that in 
tho necessity of protecting tho biinka of tho 
Fraacr from oroeion by the current, which 
in tho courae cf youra has curried awoy 
much valuublo land, and which even threat- 
oua during soiiio extraordinary freshet to 
entirely divert tho courao of tho Fraacr by 
providing a new outlet. I fetl tho neces- 
sity of urging moat strongly that your gov- 
ernment should begin at once a oomprehon- 
aive aurvey of the Fraaer, with a view to 
perminont protection of the hmka. 

" There is still another matter to which I 
beg to direct your ottentioD. I refer to 
tho establishment of moteorologioal atationa 
at couvenient points in the interior, from 
which oonditiona such as have produced the 
present disaster could be observed io tin^e 
to give the government and the people in- 
tormAtion in advance. Approximately, by 
this moans it would be possible eaoh year to 
forotell the volume of water that might be 
expected in the Fraser a week or two ahead, 
and In oaae of an inundation such as we 
havo had, and whioh oame entirely witbont 
warning, preparations oonld be made where* 
by much of the loss suffered would be avoid- 
ed. This Is ' a matter which might be 
mutually arranged. With Inatrumouta sup- 
plied, tho provincial government agents or 
other officials could act ao agents of tho me- 
teorological service, and apart altogether 
from the purpoao to which I now refer, 
their reporta would bo useful in a variety of 
ways ond very valuable. 

"I have, since commencing this letter, 
received a telegram frotn Revoletoko point- 
ing out an alarming state of things there. 
Revolatoke ia, us you are aware, situate on 
the Columbia rivor. Tho matter of protec- 
tion works at Rovelstoko haa been already 
urged by this Government, It is stated in 
the telegram that an expenditure of from 
S5,C00 to 810,000 would bo sutiiciont for tho 
purpose, and operate to save the town from 
destruction. 

" Trusting that these matters will have, 
at an early dato, your careful and fuvorablo 
consideration, I have the honor to remain, 
" Youra very truly, 
(Signed) "Thkodore Davie." 

" Ottawa, Jane 2lBt, 1894. 
' Dbab Mb. Davie. — I have jost reoeived 
your letter of the lltb, and am maeh ob- 
liged for the Information it contains in refer- 
ence to the unfortunate Fraser innndation. 
The prompt manner In whioh yonr govern- 
ment have come to the assistance of the set- 
tlers Is highly creditable. Aa to the sag- 
geations which you make regarding co-oper- 
ation to prevent future trouble of this kind, 
I shall bring your views to the attention of 
my colleagues, in order that they may be very 
carefully conaidorcd. Believo me, 
" Yours sincerely, 

" Jno. S. D. Thomi son." 

[Here folloiv extracts from the provincial 
pruss, including a letter signed " R. W," 
appearing In the Colonist on June 6, with 
tho editorial comment thereon; the Colon- 
I.ST report of the disoasaion on the floods at 
meetings of the B. G. Board of Trade on 
Junes and Jane 11; the resolntion of the 
New Weatminater Board of 3^rade of June 6, 
with the Colnmbian'a editorial comment; 
report of the joint meeting of the boards of 
trade; Columbian editorials of June 5 and 
9; World oor'espondenoe of June 6; and 
the Newa-Advertlser's editorial on the paper 
read by Mr. Palmer at tbe Agaaslz agricul- 
tural convention. The report then proceeds 
aa below. ] 

Tho committee obaervo that ' he under- 
takinf; of any comprohensivo schi nie, ouch 
aa haa been indicated in a general way, in- 
volvea conaidorationa regarding whioh only 
coni|)etenc engineering knowledge and 
thorough investigation can fully and deuo- 
i'ely determine. In involvca, too, they 
further point out, a careful consideration of 
i.d inquiry into tho varioUH corporata in- 
tereala ulfccted, iind a buainuaa-liko under- 
htimding of tho extent to which co-opora- 
tint would be p'.a iblo. 

Tha ooudiiions whioh produce thefreaheta 
arc in an indefiaito way generally under- 
stood. Tho cauaeo, however, are more or 
less remoto, and the {iraclioabiliiy of over- 
coming the p'lyeioal ditiicul ioa whioh may 
present themselves is extremely uncertain, 
if not entirely an unknown quantity. Tho 
main body of thu Frasor »nd its numoroua 
Iributarioa exiond far into tho interior, in- 
cluding within tho baain drained a great 
variety and extent of country. They all 
have their source of supply in thu mountain 
streams fed by melting snows, the waters of 
which, ever augnieocing, enter tho main 
stream at various points, and are finally em- 
bouobed In the s«a In great volume and 
with groat forcn it iaooountof the heavy 
snowfall in tne iiu.untalns in the winter of 
1803-94, und thu lung late season ensuing 
botoro sprieg uptmed, and the sud- 
den advent uf lino woither and a 
powerful sun, the melting of snow was 
uuusually rapid, and tbe great quantity of 
waters auddenly let loose precipitated the 
unparalleled freshet oxperioaoed, It has 
been aut^geatod aa an engtneorinp; possibility 
t(j regulL'.to the riownfl.jw of water by con- 
atruetiiig. at points dotormiuod to be meat 
suitable, immenan mountain reaorvoira to bo 
emptied ua safaty diotatee, thus avoiding 
tho auddcn rush of wutora into tho main 
channol. To thia hua been added tho aug- 
geaiinn of the utili/.ition of theao reaervoira 
ut oilior aousona for tho ocononxio purposes of 
producing motive power for the generation 
of electricity for mining usee aod for irri- 
gatiou. 

Regarding thoHO mattora tho committee 
observe, aa before alluded to, that thoy re- 
quire investigation in uU their details by 
apcoiuliy trained and experienced engineers 
before any opinion can bo formed, or any 
recommendation aa to actiou or undertaking 
can bo made, und for tho puruoae of snoh a 
preliminary examination ample time -and a 
conBiderablo apprtipriatiou aro necesiary. 

Tho committee remark that what soonia 
to bo neceaaary in the first instance ia the 
appointment of engineers of good standing 
and experienoed In suoh work to make a 
oomplete and thorough examination of tho 
basin of tho Fraeor river, taking lovela, as- 
cortaining areas of available lands to bo- 
benefited and protected, making rough es- 
timate of coat, acquiring meteorological in-

QIVIO IMPROVEMENT ASSOOI- 
A TION. 

Wo are glad to boo that atepa are being 
taken to form a Civic Improvement Aaaooi- 
uiion. There waa a good deal of talk of 
what the AaBooiation might, [could, would 
or shonld do at Monday night's meeting. 
We do not think it matters much whati the 
constitutional powers of the organization 
are. If its membera can only succeed in 
creating and maintaining an interest among 
the citizens in civic afifairs it will have work 
enough to do. 

The great bar to oivio improvemenb 
in this city of Victoria has hitherto 
been the indiETerenoe, amounting; at times 
to apathy, of the great majority 
of its oitizana. Thoy have never yet, it ap- 
pears to ua, realized the immense bene6b 
that good olty government would be to 
them— how it would add to their personal 
comfort and oonTenience, and how id would 
conduce to the growth and tho proaperity cf 
the city. Most poople realiza the immense 
diilereuco there is between a clean and tidy 
and well manapjed house and a dirty, untidy 
and ill managed one. Well, there ia really 
almost, if not quite, as mnoh difference to 
the citizen between a well governed and 
well regalated city and one' that is badly 
governed and negleoted. What odds does 
ib make to a man if the Dominion Govern- 
ment is all that it should be, or if tho 
Provincial Government invariably does tho 
right thing at the right time, if he is forced 
by the City Fathers to plow his way 
throngh the mad, if be is obliged to drink 
dirty and unwholesome water, if his nostrils 
are aasailod at every other atop ho tokos by 
a different and more diaagroeablo Bmoll, if 
the atroota are badly lighted and tho town 
badly drained? He thinks of tho 
Dominion Government perhaps onoo 
a week, and he Is reminded of the 
eslstenoe of the Provincial aovernmenb per- 
. baps, any, twice aa often, but ho cannot go a 
hundred yards from hla own door— in fact, 
not half that diatanco— without having tho 
incapacity of tho city government forced 
upon his attention, and that, too, in a most 
disagreeable manner. Before he leaves 
home it may be he is worried by the delicate 
appearance of an ailing wife, or made 
anxious by tho liatloaa manner and tho pale 
face of his child who ought to be in vigoroua 
health. Bad city government and atupid 
and ignorant city governors are often tho 
almost direct oanae of the iDdispoaitloii 
of both wife and child. Tlits is not mere 
theory. The comfort and tho health of both 
ourselves and our families aro,to a much 
croater extent in the hande of the ruiora of 
the city than vot^ many of tho citizens ap- 
pear to roallzo. 

We have always maintained that there 



are few cities that -oaii 'b6 SO" greatly ben* 

tfited by oivio improvements and reforms 
aa this of VIotorla. It cculd easily be made 
one of the healthiest cities in the world and 
one of the ploaaantest places to 
live In, If ib had the advan- 
tages and conveniences that oonld be 
extended to it by gc)od olty government it 
would bo one of the moat popular summer 
roaorta and winter reaorta that 
thoro aro on tho continent. Tho 
summer is delightfully cool, and the winter 
— if it oan be said to havo any winter at all 
in the Eastern sense of' tho word— is sur- 
prisingly mild. A greater contrast to tho 
Arotio winter weather oaat of tho Rooky 
Mountains oan hardly be iiiiugiuod. Thou 
"Victoria la greatly favorod by its aurrouud- 
inga. Tho aoonory in and near it ia very 
beautiful, the country roads are good, and 
the drives in its vicinity delightful, With 
these advantages and many others that will 
occur to our readers, 'Victorians aro acting 
most Improvidontly in not making thoir 
Oily attractive to tho moat fastidious of 
foroignora. Ib could bg made so with a 
comparatively small outlay of money. All 
that is wanted is the will on the part of tho 
oitlzens to make the necessary improve- 
ments. The Civio Improvement Aaso- 
ciatlon, if it does its work well, 
will keep tho necessity of improvement 
before the people. It will not allow either 
the Corporation or the oitlzoua to forgot 
that it Is their interest as well as their duty 
to make 'Victoria the most desirable real 
dentlal city on tho Continont, It will nob 
allow ihem to rest content with a alovenly 
way of doing thinga, or with improvemeuta 
half made. It will declare war against dirt 
in all its forma, and againat inconvenience 
and nnslghtiiness. It will not rest satisfied 
until all that is offensive is banished from 
every p&rt of the city. This oan be done 
and it ought to bo done. If fifty onorgetic 
and Intelligent men set about the work in 
earnest It will be done. 



NO TIME TO BB LOST. 

We take this opportunity to remind our 
readers who are householders and lodgers 
and not owners of real estate that if thoy 
want to vote at tho coming civio election 
they must get their names placed on the 
register thia week, Friday is the last 
day open to them to pertorm this dnty — for 
it is a duty. They need not make them 
selves easy by the reQeotlon that they voted 
at the lost election. Last year's register 's 
this year as if it had never been. Ib is, in 
point of fact, non-txietont. The householder 
may have voted every year for the last ten 
years and ho may have dnrioK those years 
occupied property worth thousands of dol' 
lars, but if he does not iiave bis name regiS' 
tered before the 1st of December he will 
have no more right to vote at the next eleo 
tion of Mayor and Common Councillors than 
if he bad landed in the city only the day be 
fore yesterday. This is strange, but it is 
true nevertheless. Here is the law — sub' 
seotion . £. of section 37 — referred to by 
Wm. Vf, Northcott, Assessor, in the adver 
tisemenb that has been in this paper for 
nearly a month : 

" Provided, always, that no person shall 
be entitled to vote iinder a hooseholder's 
qaalifioation (e) of seotion 37 of this Aot, 
nor shall hiaorher name he included in the 
annual voleri list of a municipality in ooo' 
sequonoe of auch qualilioation nidesn he or 
aho shall, before tho firat day of Uocomber 
in each year enter with the Aaaessor or 
Clerk of the municipality bis or her name 
as a voter and personaily deliver to the 
Assessor or Clerk of the Mnnicipal Gonnoil 
at the same time a statutory deolaration 
made and subacribod before a Judge, Magis 
trate or Notary Public in form and to the 
effect following," &o., &c. 

This is clear enough ; so the householders 
and lodgers who want to have a voice in the 
eleotion of the next Mayor and Connoilinusb 
look sharp, get the necessary papers, sign 
them themselves, and hand them to Mr. 
Northcott. As thia Is the first time that 
the lodgers are privileged to vote they will 
be very ungrateful to those who havo gone 
to the trouble to enfranohlae them as well aa 
very stupid if they do not place themselves 
in a position to oast their ballots for the men 
of their choice at the npxb civio eleotion. 

The person, man or woman, who pays for 
any room or rooms which he or she uses as a 
dwelling sixty dollars a year, has lived in 
the city twelve months, and has paid tho 
mnnicipal rates, taxes and license fees for 
which be or she is liable, is entitled to bo 
registered as a city voter. Don't forget tho 
rogistrution must be done&e/ore the first day 
of December. 



THB NEW TREATMENT. 

The "new treatment," as ib is called, for 
diphtheria is fast gaining converts in the 
Old World. Dr. Boux, who seems to bo 
bbe discoverer of the remedy, is now entire 

ly oooupied with the preparation of the 
lymph or serum, and deuianda for it are 
pouring In from every part of Europe, It 
has been tried in some more of the French 
hoapltaU with the best results. The mor- 
tality has. decreased from 60 per cent, to 24 
per oent, and the number of oases in which 
oporationa havo boon conaidered necoasary 
baa conaldorably dcoreaaed. Since tho aerum 
has been used aeven out of eleven have boon 
cured ; before it was discovered seven out 
of eleven died. 

"The London Times -says: "The re- 
stilts of the injection of the serum are al- 
most Immediately apparent. In a very few 
hours uftor tho iojoction of the serum tho 
loadon look of the child disappears, tho 
tampcraturo goes down, tho aiipolito Im- 
proves, and the throat gradually begins to 
clear." ; _ 

The dliRonlty just now on the other side 
of tho Atlantic ia to prepare serum enough 
to supply the demand. In France the Dt- 
partmonb of the Soino and tho Municipal 
Council are taking stops to provide alabllng 
for twenty horses, and a sum of 84,000 has 
been voted for their keep this year. 



AN BNOLISH DEAN. 

Deaii Hole, a talented Church of England 
divine now visiting in Canada, greatly scan- 
dallzed a number of the good people of To- 
ronto by speaking out in favor of Sunday 
oars. He said in an interview : " I believe 
that Sunday should bo a day of worship, 
but there is nothing which tells me that Ib 
should not be a day of recreation. If Christ- 
iana believe that od« day a week should be a 
dsy of gloom, it ahould not bo tho day on 
which our Lord arose, but that on which ho 
died. That la tho justilicoition for setting 
aaido Friday as a iaat day. I should like 
to aee a Sunday oar servioe in your city, 
whioh wotild make God's gifts of sunlight 
and fresh air free to the poor as well as to 
tho rich." 

Ib will bo hard to convince a largo number 
of religious people in Toronto and olsewhoro 
that Dean Hole is a good man. They feel 
sure that a man who oan talk in that way 
about Sunday oars and snolight— Snnday 
sunlight— and fresh air' must be one :0f ; the 
wicked.

SHIPS AND SHIPPING. 

Captain Hamilton, of tho wrecked steam- 
ship Crown of England, which was lost off 
the coist of California some time ago, has 
been exonerated from all blame in connec- 
tion with the disaster. The principal evi- 
dence adduced at the inquiry held ao Santa 
Monica, Cal., last week showed that the 
treacherous unmarked currents in theneigh- 
borhood of the wreck were the oanse of the 
disaster.

She' bad 
not gone far from port when one of her 
steam pipes burst and sho Was oompelled to 
return for repairs. As soon as the defect is 
remedied she will start out again. 

The California Iron and Wrecking Com- 
pany has undertaken to save the machinery 
from tho wrecked steamer Crown of Eng- 
land, and on Sunday last an extenaive 
wrecking plant started from San Francisco 
for the acono of tho disaster at Santa Rosa 
island. Tho wreck of tho steamer is lying 
high and dry on tho boach in a sheltered po- 
tition, and can easily bo reached. 

The steamer Portland left Sin Fran- 
cisco on last Friday night for Sound ports 
on the first of her regular trips in opposition 
to the Paoifio Coast Steamship Company for 
the buainess of tho north coast. She is in 
command of Captain Holmes, and J. Mo* 
Donald acts as purser. Ho was formerly 
purser of tho Keweenaw.

TRADE OK THE VUKON. 

Cai'T. Iru ini; moved : " That thiu house 
do resolve itself into a oominittoe of the 
whole to consider the foUowieg resolution ; 
Resolved, that the government 6a requested 
to take such aotion as may lie in their power 
to secure the trade of the Yukon mines for 
the mcrohuntsand traders in this province." 
The mover dwelt upon the importance of 
this trade, there being now upwards of 
1,500 miners engaged in tlio Yukon country, 
which though outside of the territory of 
British Columbia would naturally look to 
this province for its aupplioa. He believed 
that the Alaska Commercial Company now 
handles this whole busiuess, wh'oh 
he ostimatod at at leoat S7.')0,UOO 
a year with prospooto of rapid in- 
crease. During the pasc summer a trial 
shipment was made from Victoria in the 
steam schooner Mischii.-f, which took the 
goods to St. Michael's. There a U. S. cuj 
torn house officer had to bo ouguped lo 
Aooompany the goods in bond up the Y'uUon 
and he had not yet returned; it is undi-r 
Rtood, however, that the cost of his trip will 
be in the neighborhood of §3,000 Though 
nominally a free route the oouditions on ttie 
Yukon are aaoh that praotioally only vessola 
flying the United Sbites flig oan opvrntn 
there. He spoke with approval of the steps 
about to be taken to open up a new' route by 
the Taku river, whioh would make the 
dtstacoe only 1,G20 miles Instead of 3,500 
miles as at presenti to the Yukon, but to 
open this route seventy-fi^e miles of road 
will have to be oonstruoted. He believed 
that one year's income whioh would bo re- 
ceived by the Dominion i>v'ivernment would 
almost pay fur the cost of the road. He 
spoke with approval of the interest lately 
shown in the Yukon country by ihe Domin- 
ion government, who are about to send into 
it tt detachment of the Mounted Police, and 
also to make a survey of the Taku route, 
and urged that thia house should not uegkot 
to urgo upon tho Dominion the importance 
of giving tho greatest attention to the mat- 
ter. (Applouse. ) 

Mr Cotton seconded the ro'olution, and 
endorsed what had been said with respect to 
the importance of the Yukon trade. 

The house then wont into committee, Mr. 
Brydenio the chair. 

Hqn. Mr Davik cordially supported the 
proposed resolution and congruiulated the 
member for Casaiar for having thus shown 
himself alive to the intereata of ihe province. 
The trade of the Northern country, he said, 
is of snob importance that it should be pio- 
moted in every way possible. An example 
is furnished by Casaiar, iS it existed many 
years ago, when there was a largo quantity 
of gold being taken out and a large mining 
population. Since those days of the ruah, 
from 1873 to 1880, the mlnirg baa to a great 
extent oeaied, the mosc profitable plaoer 
diiigingB in sight baviog beconiaworked oat, 
and quartz mining, for which no doubt there 
is a great future, not having yet been 
touobed. This will no doubt receive atten- 
tion, as will many new placer diggings, 
when means of communication make the 
coat of living more reasonable. The Yukon 
country, now brought to the attention of 
the house, lies still surthor north than Cas- 
siar, and ia principally outside the boundary 
of thia province, being in the Northwest Ter- 
ritories. While iu Omswq lately he bad the 
opportunity of discu a ng with ihe Dominion 
government the prospective opening up 
of the Yukon, being then informed 
of tho intention to send in a body of tho 
Mounted Police, and also to send Mr. 
Ogilvie to survey the route via tho Taku to 
ascertain its feaeibility. His (Mr. Divie's) 
own opinion ia that tho Taku route ia oor- 
t*inly the b58t. Ho had no doubt that when 
tho Y'ukon country is opened up it cither 
will be made part of the provinco of Hritiah 
Columbia or will bo largely governed from 
here, as be considered it unlikely that the 
Dominion would wish to establish another 
government upon the Pacific. He felt quite 
satisfied that the Dominion government are 
fully alive to the importance of so opening 
up the Yukon that its trade miy be of ad- 
vantage to Cinada, and while it ia not ad- 
visable that this province should interfere 
in work whioh ought to bs done by the 
Dominion it would . be well by the 
passage of this resolution to strengihcn 
the bands of the provincial govern, 
ment in the representations it may have to 
make from time to time in' this connection. 
He thought it wonld do found that there is 
no' 81 much occasion for police In the Yukon 
c:iujtry aa there is for its opening up by 
rnsans of roads and otherwieo. Ho had had 
five or six yearo' exporiccce in C a iir in 
tho early duya, and without uiiy police 
force uuch as proposed tho obaervanco of law 
and order was eimply surpriaing, on tho 
part not only of tho wliitea, but of tho In- 
dians, v;ho in that country aro unixcollent 
class, well behaved and industrioua, and 
willing to work for reasonable pay. The 
result of opening up roads in Cassiar had 
been to aecuro to the provinco for many 
years an annual revenue nf at leubt f'J.j.OOU, 
while tho returns to tho D jminion were cor- 
rsspondingly larger. He had no doubt tho 
same tfhing would happen in the case of the 
Yukon. 

Mb. SeMUN asked if ib would not bo pre- 
. ferable to open a route into tho Yukon via 
the Lynn oanal and thus avoid going through 
United Stotos territory, if tho U S. navi- 
gation laws are to be made so rigorous as 
appeara to be the cise on the Yukon. 

Cai'T Iuvinc in reply said he undcrHtood 
that both ron'.oB, via llia Lynn canivl and via 
tho Taku river, run in part through United 
Spates territory. The objsotion to the Lynn 
canal route is that there are too many port 

llgOI. 

Mu Booth auggested that it might bn 
foL.nd more profieablo to build a railroad in 
place of u waggon road to open up this coun- 
try. He did not think a narrow gauge rail- 
road would cost muoh more than a waggon 
road, 

The committee rooo and reported tho 
resolution.

The judicial bench of tho Suprenii 
court liavn enough on their bunds aa it is 
This oould he done by a provincial atatuto 
embodied from C and 7 William IV, C, 105, 
and () and 7 Victoria, C. J'S (Iinporial) An 
allowance could also bo therein made for the 
coroner's daily attcudonoo on juries in tl 
aherltr's stead.

What better 
ment of our water supply as now in force 
does it proniiae ? By all means push the 
construotiona of the filter beds, but tho ex- 
penditure of the residua acquired under the 
by-law should be carefully considered from 
all points of view.

Confirm Their Kesolntlon Condemning 
Bradstreet's Notice la Beference 
to Fraser Biver Floods.

The CoQBoU of the -Board of Trade met 
'yesterday forenoon, some other metnbera of 

the board alao boing prsBoot. Correspon 
dcncu ftlready received in regard to damage 
oauBod by the Fruscr rivor floods, was laid 
over again awaiting Bome further informs 
tion to be sont by the neoretary of the relief 
oommittee. 

The following letter'was read from Mr. J. 
B. Gordon, representing Brudatreet'a, in re- 
gard to tho roaolution paBsod by the council 
condemning as unfair and mialoadiog tho 
notioe printed by Bradstreet's referring to 
the Fraser river floods : 
To Ihe Counril of the B. G. Board of Trade, 
Vii'toria : 

Gi;nti,kmen :— I beg to bring before your 
notice u fow facta which I thiak you should 
have niado youracivca acquainted with botoro 
you passed a rcBolutioii at your laat meeting, 
relluoting on Bradatrcot'a, and creating a 
false impression in tho ininds of tho public 
by giving a copy of such resolution to the 
preea. 

From your action It has been inferred 
that the Bcadetreet Company took away the 
ratings of the merohanta in this province. 
Thli iB utterly false, tho ratings not having 
•in any way been interfered with. The 
Bradstreet Company in New Vork at tho 
time of going to prcaa for July book, not be- 
ing able to tell who wore and who wore 
not aifiiotcd by the floods, and naturally 
supposing from thu press reports that tho 
damage throughout British Columbia was 
very oonsiderable, were nndoabtedly juati- 
•fied in withholding information regarding 
anyone in thia proviaoe until oommuniou- 
tion was opened up and they oould learn the 
extent of the damage. The absence of 
names in the July book did not; prevent 
'sabsorilwrs looking In the book previously 
issued to them for the ratings then given, 
and the wholeaala trade throughout the 
conntry who understand the principloa of 
credit buBinesa will appreciate thu precau- 
tion taken by the Bradatreeb Company in 
their interest. 

The mover and seconder of your resolution 
not being wholesale dealora, and the former 
being a comparative stranger to thia coun- 
try, could not be expected to know what is 
expected of a company auch as " Brad- 
Btreet'a," and that they know very littio of 
what the Bradatroet Company ia actually 
doing is exemplified by your resolution 
" That tho Bradstreot Company be rc<iuest- 
ed to take imniediato steps to alter ita report 
of July lat." While aubaoribera to Brad 
Btreei'a know that a supplement containing 
British Columbia ira.i isaiied at the end of 
■July and a aubEcquent book issued ia the 
latter part of September as usual. 

Your resolution alao Bpoaka of the book as 
" Bradatreol'a eemi-annual publication," 
thereby implying that they Ibbuo books but 
■twice a year, whereaa they issue a revised 
book evert; three months 

1 feel sure that had tho mnmbora of your 
council been aware of these facta they oould 
not have been prevailed upon to pass such a 
resolution. As the repreaentative of the 
Bradstreet Company here, I ask that in jua- 
tioete the cempany you retract these innu. 
endoes in as public a manner as you made 
them, and as a member of the B. C. Board 
of Trade I protesti against yonr aending 
broadoast, to other boards of trade in this 
Dominion, the resolution herein mentioned. 
The resolutioD nob having been passed by 
the Board of Trade, bnb merely by their 
council, I queation your authority to make 
use of the name of the Board of Trade for 
Buoh purposes. 

(Sd.) J. B. Goni)OX. 

The council after discuasing the letter at 
some length conQrmed the resolution and 
considered that if anything it waa not 
strong enoufjh to meet the case. 

The President called tho attention of the 
council to the inadequate protection from 
fire in the city, and instanced the case of 
Winnipeg lately, whore when two fires took 
place at the same time in that city the de- 
partment was not able to cope with bo'tb. 
I( snob an occurrence should take place in 
this olty the resnlta would likely be very 
serious. The members present agreed that 
naore protection was needed bore, and that 
especially the proesure at tho hydrants was 
insnfficlent. After some discussion the mat- 
ter was referred to the newly formed Civic 
Improvement Assooiation. 

Another important snbjeob bronght for- 
ward by the President was the present law 
in regard to landlord and tenant. He held 
that it was unfair that the landlord should 
be allowed to let the rent ran for an un- 
limited period and then step in ahead of 
other creditors and seizt the furnitnre. 

The Presidtint was appointed to confer 
with H Dallas Helmoken, M.I'.P. , on hia 
return from the Eist in a fow days, with a 
view to bringing in u bill at tho present ses- 
sion to rectify thia mutter. 

Tho I'renident had a grievance ogainat tho 
C.l'.R telegraph churgea, Biniilar to u. com- 
plaint nuuio by Mr, Forrealer aorno timo 
ago. Ho iiud handed in a nieaaago to be 
Bent by night rate, but owing to tho wiroa 
being down, it waa not sent till the 
nnxt driy. Tlio company liad thereupon 
charged ,him day rutoa. Ho did not 
coHBidcir it fair that ho ohould havo to pay 
the extra charj;e. Tho eooretary was in- 
structed to communicato with Mr. 0. B. 
Hoamer, general inunager of C. P. R. tele- 
graphs, on tho aubjoct. 

Mr. Robert Ward called attention to the 
ratilicfttinu of a uoinmoroial treaty botween 
Great Britain and Japan. It waa bolievod 
that Canada would alao agree to outer into 
the treaty. Ho urged merohanta and busi- 
ness mon to look, into the matter, as it would 
be ( f greob benefit to Canada and especially 
to BrHieh Columbia. Japan being a great 
silver using country would give an opening 
for the products of our mines, and Japan 
would also oiTer a good market for other 
natural products.

WOMEN'S TBADE FEDERATION. 

Organization of a Fcnmie Federation of Iiaboi 
In London— Its Prngramme of 
Operations, 

London, Nov. 27. — Delegatea from nearly 
80 women's societies in different parts of the 
country Mumbled, yesterday, In national 
convention at the Holborn town hall in 
response to a call issued by the Women's 
Trade Union Aasociation for the purpose of 
oonsidering the feasibility of a federation on 
the lines of the Men's T^ade Congress of this 
country and the Amerioan. federation of 
Labor. 

Mias Francea Hioks, who delivered the 
opening address, oritioized the well meaning 
and beuevolent women who were wasting 
energy in endeavoring to direct fumaio labor 
into ohannels already, overflowing, while 
continuing to patronize high-toned stores i i 
which gross scandals and hardships, aa well 
ua open defiance of the law were permitted. 
She aoored the ao callcd philanthropic ladies 
who patronized the milliners and dry goods 
ahopa and bought their bonnets and mantles 
from jidod girls in their teens and who 
wore compelled to atand on thoir foot from 
twelve to iifteen hours u day, not daring to 
protest H3 tho result would be their dia- 
miseal to thu street at an hour's notice, A 
committee appointed to draw up a pro- 
gramme reported thia morning on the basis 
upon which such federation should bo or- 
ganizad, and it was unanimously adopted. 
Thia buaia is as follows : 

A central council, compoeod of repreaonta- 
tivoa of varioua saoietlos, and possibly of 
individuals possessing special experience. 
A iinanco cnmmitten, to obtain funds for 
woik approved for the central council ; to 
inspect accounts periodically and to report. 
An invoatigatirn committee, to obtain and 
achodulo information concerning condition 
of won>en's employmenta. Among the Bub- 
jeota which thia committee might investi- 
gate are women's and children's employment 
in lihopa, in eeuaon trados, in unhealthy 
trades, in trades where women compete 
with men, the sanitation of workahops, eto. 
An educational committee, to arrange 
debatea, diacuaaiona and lectures to 
worliiDgwomen'a cluba and aocieties, 
and to draft leaflets and pamphlets em- 
bodying information on special legal and 
industrial points. A statistical committee, 
to ooUeot and tabulate information already 
existing in government bine books, foreign 
publicitlona and the local press. An organ- 
ization committee, to assist and. promote 
trade organizations, teohnioal and other 
claaaes, social clubs, oto. A parliamentary 
and legal cemmittee, to watoh parliamentary 
proceedings, to note apeoial and teat oases 
in the law courts, and to promote euoh leg- 
islative action as the central council may 
consider desirable. This committee should 
alao take an active part in tho election of 
women to vnrioua public bodies, and in 
aecuring thoir appointment to public bodies. 
An executive committee was appointed to 
perfect the legal details connected with the 
incorporation of the new federation under 
the laws relating thereto.

Was'jinoton, Nov. 27.— The Secretary of 
the Navy in his annual report to the Pros! 
dent reconmends that congress be asked to 
anth irizi the oonatruotion of three battle 
ships of about 10,000 tons displacement 
oaob, to cost, exclusive of armaments, not 
exceeding ^,000,000 each, and twelve tor 
pedo boata of from 100 to 300 tona each, to 
oost not exooeding an average of $170,000, 
or a total expenditure for naval Increase of 
S14jt)40,000. The argument in favor of this 
inorease is vigoroua and succinct. The 
United States has an efficient fleet of 
cruisers and gunboats, whioh while useful 
are not, properly speaking, fighting vessels. 

" They can destroy merchant ships,'' 
says Secretary Herbert, *' they can fight 
vessels of tholr own oluea, but they oanuot 
meet armored veeaola with any rosaonabh 
hope of Eucoesa and in time of war, scatter 
ed iibioad over tho high seaa an they would 
be if we sent them against an enemy of com- 
merce, they would leave our unfortified sea 
coast, with all its cities absolutely without 
roliiinoe, except upon our four tirsc class and 
two second olttfs bittloahlpa, seven ooaat de- 
fence vosBcle and two little torpedo boats. 
These, if they wore all cunoentrated would 
acnioly bl! ahlo to oreat a diversion in an 
•■neiny'u lieot, and if aonttorod would not 
furnish a battleship or oven a torpedo boat; 
for the defence of each coast city. If wo 
oariied out such a programmo during a war, 
an enemy with a fleet of battleships cnula 
wreik oitiea while we are robbing schoon- 
ors." 

The naval eaMmatea for the fiscal year 
ending June 30,' 1896, amount to $30,952.- 
020.40, of whioh $13,280,392 ia to make 
payments upon work blaherto authorized for 

tho construction of steam maohinery and tho 
armor and armament of the new vessels now 
approaching completion. This appropria- 
tion, which is to meet an indobtednesB due 
before the end of tho fiscal year, will bo sub- 
stantially the lanb. for, with tho expenditure 
of S700,000 In 1897, the existing navy will 
bo entirely paid for. Witbont eon- 
sidering the effsot of the ces- 
sation of this work on in- 
dustrial conditions, and disolaiming all 
obligation of the government to ergige in 
public works for the eole purpose ol giving 
employment to any olasa however deserving, 
Secretary Herbert urges that from tho 
standpoint of national defence it will be un- 
wise to stop entirely the work of naval up- 
building, that wisdom and experience 
demand that tho present well organized; 
highly-trained, and exceedingly tinclnni: 
body of meoliuLLlos and skilled laborers en- 
gaged in the work of naval shipbuilding 
shall not at least bo entirely disbanded. 

The Secretary announces that, regarding 
tho movements of f^hips in commiesion, he 
has decided in the interest of economy and 
eiTioienoy and for the more perfect protec- 
tion of Amerioan interesta'abroad, to put 
into operation a polioy whioh will keep a 
numbsr of cruising vessels suflScient for the 
ordinary needs of naval policing on each of 
the foreign stations. This polioy, it is 
thooght, will allow frequent fleet and stjuad- 
ron evolutions whioh are nocessary for the 
instruction of officers and men, Secre- 
tary Herbert thinks it would proba- 
bly be the true polioy to have one 
navy yard or repair station on |he Gulf 
of Mexico, but intimatea that there are 
more yarda than enough already. . On tbia 
subjeot Secretary Herbert says: "There is 
and always will be found back of every 
naval station a strong local demand that it 
shall be built up into a navy yard, just as 
there comes from thoae in and around a navy 
yard that baa been wholly or partially 
closed an appeal to rehabitato it, with other 
demands. Such demands are often en- 
tirely local and altogether independent of 
the public ncccsaitice, yet they frequently 
make themselves felt in congress." 

What our navy needs is more ships and 
guuB, not more navy yards. The multipli- 
cation of plants and the eoatteriog of works 
would be iu defianca to all business jirin 
ciples. Such a polioy would be not only 
extravagant and wasteful, but really ruin- 
ous to the navy, Tho navy itself cannot bo 
succe'.sfully defended and cannot retain its 
place in tho popular esteem if 
tho methods rnsorttd to by ita 
friends are in theinaolves indtftnaiblo. 
Concerning the subsidized merchant vessels, 
Secretary Herbert ia sovoro on tho oongria- 
sional polioy which annually pays sueh ves- 
sela as the Paris and Now York on condi- 
tion that they hold thcmselvea in rniidiness 
to servo the govornment whenever demand- 
fd, yet provides no armament for them. 
When they hauled down tho English to 
hoist tho American fiig, ho says, they wore 
receiving pay from tho British government 
to hold themselves in readiness to serve that 
nation, and the English had guna and gun- 
mounta iready to be , put upon them 
at a tnoment'a notice. Wo have 
now been paying aubeidies to these 
abipa for montfaa and have not a gun 
to put on them. Under treaty provisions, 
neither the United Statea nor the Eeglith 
can keep more than one amall nav.^1 vessel 
upon our northern lakes- So far tho two 
countries are matchfd. In case, however, a 
war uhould unfortunately break out between 
them, Great Britain could promptly furnish 
guns and gun-mounta to her morchonl ma- 
rine of the luka, and though their marine ia 
far inferior to ours in atrorglli tho British 
might master thoto watera and do Incalcul- 
able diirnago to our lnko cities. If wu had a 
resorvfl of ordnance and ordnance stori-s we 
could dominate theso waters without ques- 
tion. 

Tho latest and ono of tho moat impreasivo 
loRBonc in history is now being taught by 
China and Japan. A nation, tho most 
populous in tho world, ablo to put millions 
of fighting men into tho fiold, is now, after 
suffering many disasters, scouring Europe 
and America for munitionR of war. Id ro- 
lled upon Its numbers, now it is buying dis- 
oirdcd arms and disoardod ammunition, 
whatever It oan get to aid it in repelling the 
assaults of a people vaatly inferior, - to it in 
numbers. , The',;, Secretary aaka 
thority , to, put " tho famona old 

CoUatlmilion ' '■ in , ' a condition to 
preserve her • indefilnltely, and anggeata 
that ahs be- brought to Waabington aa an 
o h j eo t of ° id tfir«it;to' the inan jr , thouaanda of 
patriotic Americana and' many viaiting the 
capital of the nation. Ho recommends that 
congress authorizo tho construction of a 
spnoial battle ship to porpotuate the namo 
of Kearsarge, and urges the transfer of the 
coast survey establiahmont to tho navy. Tho 
Secretary renows his recommendation of last 
year that tho enlisted force be Increased by 
2,000 men, as absolutely oesontial to effici- 
enoy. Other matters touched upon by Secre- 
tary Herbert have already boon published in 
the annual report of bureau chiefs.

HAWAIIAN CONSPIBACY. 

The Plot A'galnat the Government Formidable 
But Not Euough to Justify Arrest?. 

San FBAi}oraoo, |Ioy; 27-— Honolulu dia- 
patcbea per Ooeanio to-day, referring to the 
alleged conspiracy to reatore Queen Lll, say 
the government poaaeaa evidence to prove 
that it Ja, aomewhat formidable, but not 
enoaahHtdJuBtify arrests. No danger of any 
aotOM-attempb is now apprehended. It ia 
nob' belie'fed possible that any hostile rxpe- 
ditdOD'OMl'or will be arranged at San Fran- 
claco to aid the royalista. Any auoh force 
from abroad would no doubt be aummarily 
dealt with by any Amerioan warship in 
port. What the Britiah warship Hyacinth 
would do Is not clear. It is believed she' 
was detained from her intended cruise to 
the South Paoifio by the apprehension of 
trouble here. The U. S. ship Yorktown 
arrived yesterday in less than eight days 
from San Francisco. She is expected to sail 
for Korea on the 22nd. It ia hoped that tho 
Benuington may arrive soon to give a seusu 
of protection. Since his return the presi- 
dent has rocelvod the British and French 
commtsaioDers, who preaented recognitions 
of this republic by their respective govern- 
ments and received their exequaturs. 

LOYAL RUSSIANS. 

The Cziir and CV.arlna tho ObjectB of Un- 
bounded DenionBtratlons of 
i'^uthusliisni. 

London, Nov. 27 — Besides tho royal fam- 
ily, the membera of the Bnaaian- embassy 
and tho o£Boials of the court attended the 
Quoeu'a banquet last evening. Similar ban- 
quets wero given by almost all European 
courta. Dispatches from St. Petersburg 
say that the Celt hafaigned a muuifugto 
remitting certain debta due from peasants 
for crown loans made during the last famine, 
arrears of taxes and many fines, and he will 
cnmmuto the sentences of certaiu prisoners. 
Ho also will cancel the liability to punish- 
ment in cases of criminals cot detected 
within 15 years. All convicts from tho 
Polish rebellion of ]86.'l will be allowed to 
reside anywhere in the empire. Their birth 
rights, bub no property, will be restored 
Aa regards the political prisoners, the Cz>.t 
ia awaiting the report of the Miniater of the 
Interior. 

In turning tho corner of tho Novski proa- 
pecb after tho marriage yesterday tho im- 
perial carriage could hardly pass tho people, 
who pressed up to the wheels shouting them- 
selves hoarse, Tho police acting under 
orders did not check the crowds, and similar 
scores were enacted aa the carriage ap 
proachod tho AnltchokofT palace. Tho im 
perial couple had dilEoulty in pasaing 
through the crowd to tho gate. 

At 8 o'clock in tho evening there was a 
multitude before the AnltchokofT palace 
singing the national anthem and cheering 
the Czar and Czarina. They appeared on 
tti? balconies at intervals amidst such roars 
of cheers as has not beon hsard in St, 
I^etersbnrg for years. An oye-witnesa-of 
tho procession through the halla after the 
wedding relates that the bride was very 
Btatoly, very beautiful, but somewhat weary 
and Bad.

Ten Thousand Christians Slain— DUsatlsfac- 
tlon With the Commiselon of Inquiry— 
American NewspaperB X'rohiblted. 

London, Nov. 27. — The Anglo-Armenian 
Association of this city regards the per- 
sonnel of the commiesion appointed by the 
porte to Investigate the alleged outrages In 
Armenia as unsuitable for the mlBsion. The 
oommltston Includes Dulah Fasha and Hafiz 
Tewfik Pasha. Members of the Anglo- 
Armenian Association do not believe that 
they win do moro than recommend the 
wholesale arrest and trial of those Ar- 
menians who were fortunate enough to 
eacapo to the monntalns. 

Advices received by the Aoglo-Armeolan 
Aseociation Indicate that the Tutkioh artil- 
lery without discrimination fiiod on Ar- 
menian women and ch Idren, us well as the 
members of the Kurdish tribes. 

Russia Is already moving actively in tho 
matter of the alleged purpose of demanding 
an inveatigatiou Into past atrocities and pre- 
venting attacks on the Armenian Christiana 
in the future. Detailed inatructlona to tbla 
effect have been aent to the Ruatian repre- 
aentat.ive at Gonatantinople.
